The receipts this week are 120,000 balce— 
$4000 more than last year and 41,000 less 
than two years since. It is likely the receipts 
fur next week will be about 117,000 bales, 
compared with £9,000 last year, and 142,000 
the year before; aad the receipts at the inte 
rior towns 20,000 bales, compared with 17, 
OO last year, and 31,000 the year before. 

The weather this week has been just as we 
expected it would be, and it is likely we 
shall have two weeks more of the same kind. 
The thermometer has averaged fifty-seven 
degrees at noon; six days clear and pleasant 
and one day cloudy and light rain all day. 
Now is the time for farmers to break up and 
prepare their lands. You will have fine 
weather for plowing for several weeks. 

The market in New York has been very 
dull, and extremely small sales—only 4,000 
bales, the smallest week’s business we ever 
knew at this time of the year. The price 
for spot cotton has declined one-fourth of 8 
cent, caused by larger receipts than expected 
early in the week. At the close the receipts 
fell off, but as there was but little demand 
the market did not rally. The large receipts 
for tbe first few days, poiating as many sup 
posed to 180,000 bales, caused contracts to 
decline, but the smaller receipts on Thursday 
scared those who were operating for a decline, 
and the market closed at about the same 
price as last week. 

Almost aJl cotton dealers in the United 
States are now interested in having the price 
go up, and they all have their shoulders 
under it. Ifthe pressure at any time causes 
them to sink a little, it will only make them 
take a better hold and carry it still higher 
nexttime. We think it must bea bold man 
who would sell short this spring. 

The Liverpool market has been very dull 
and dragging, small sales and a decline of 7 
of a cent in the price, caused by our larger 
receipts. Wedo not expect the price to go 
below 9§$ pence at any time this spring, and 
think it may be 10} pence by planting time. 
The price for uplands is fully onecent a 
pound below any port in the United States. 
Then, why do shippers export in the face of 
a cent a poundloss? Because they have sold 
the cotton in Liverpool and must deliver it 
at any price ; because much of the cotton eyx- 
ported to Liverpool for the next six mvw...... 
will be poor, and bought cheap enough to 
pay a small profit; because money is very 
cheap there now, only 8} per cent. a year, 
and it costs much less to hold cotton there 
than here,and last but not least,they hope and 
believe that next suu.mer will see a rise to 12 
gence in Liverpool, and, if so, there will be a 
very large profit on all cotton held until then. 
In consequence of storms on the English 
coast and head winds this we k, there was 
only half of the amount due there that ar- 
rived. There is now 296,000 bales of Ameri- 
can cotton afloat fur Liverpovl, of which 
75,C00 will be due and should be received at 
that port next week. 

The Bank of England has reduced the 
rate of interest to 3} per cent. 

The United States will sell six milllion dol 
lars of gold this month. The premium is 
still high, ani if it should reach 15 per cent. 
goon we should not besurpr sed. 

One cause of the bears getting scared this 
week was the cotton in New York was over- 
estimated 23,000 bales. Last Friday the 
stock there wits estimated at 82,000 bales. 
When it was counted next day it was found 
to be only 59,000 balea. The stock should 
not be less than 75,000 bales in New York for 
the next five months. If it is there will 
always be danger of a corner at the end of 


each month. 
The total shipments of cotton to New 


York this season have been 525,000, against 
465,000 bales last year same time, and the 
stocks there for four years at this time has 
been 78,000, 84,000, 82,000, and tnis year 59,- 


000 bales. 
It is argued by all large crop-men that the 


epizootic seriously effected the receipts this 
year, but the proof does not bear out this 
statement. The last week in December, end- 
ing January 34, was 104,000 bales, since that 
we have had five we: ks of large receipts, and 
the only increase has been at New Orleans, 
(caused by high water) and Norfolk and New 
York, the last two caused by large export 
from the West direct to Europe through these 
ports, if the disease bad interrupted the gin- 
ning and delivering of cotton, it would have 
effected all the ports alike, whereas it has not 
effected any of them that we can see. 

One cause of the large stock at Liverpoo! 
is, that as Havre had become burdened with 
a large stock of poor cotton, they have 
shipped 30,000 bales of India cotton to Liv- 
erpool, and now hold 210,000 bales, compared 
with 200,000 this time last year—41,000 of 
which is American, against 50,000 last year. 

As many persons expect an overflow of 
the Mississippi river this spring, we will give 
each week the state of the river.
